Service was interrupted to about four homes, but restored 
temporarily by doubling up the private lines on party lines, 
authorities said 
The sheriff’s office was investigating Deputies said copper wire 
one-eighth of an inch in diameter and totalling 23,064 feet in length 
and weighing an estimated 447 pounds was cut directly from the 
telephone poles along the road north of Highway 246 Resale value of 
the wire was estimated at $268 
General Telephone Co official James Cobb reported the incident 
Telephone service went dead in the homes 
at about 9 p m 
according to Mrs Joe Silva, resident of a ranch on Cebada Canyon 
Road She placed the time after 8:15 p m. She said she noticed an 
unfamiliar pickup truck moving along Cebada Canyon Road near 
home just after dark “ If I had called to report the incident at that 
time, the sheriff might have caught the thieves in the act," she said 
A spokesman for the telephone company theorized that someone 
with knowledge of telephone poles and wire must be responsible 
because the suspects stripped the insulation from the wire right 
along the road as they reeled it in from the the poles The removal of 
the insulation would make the load of wire lighter and also more 
difficult to identify later, authorities said

Ehrlichman was charged with one 
count of making a false statement to 
the FBI and three counts of making 
false declarations to the grand jury 
investigating the Ellsberg case 
Liddy, in a separate indictment, 
also was charged on two counts of 


refusing to testify before Congress 
about the Plumbers activities. 
Nixon’s name was not mentioned 
in the indictment 
All six defendants could receive a 
maximum 10 years in prison and a 
fine of $10,000 on the civil liberties 
charge, and Ehrlichman could get a 
total of 30 years and $50,000 fine if 
convicted on all five counts for 
which he was indicted 
Liddy's total maximum on the 
three counts would be 12 years and 
$12,000 
He already is serving a 
provisional sentence of 8-20 years

The indictments charged that the 


conspirators

one of the leaders of the Plumbers 
who already has pleaded guilty on 
the civil liberties charge; David R.

Group asks for a halt 
to mission lot splits

The La Purisima Mission advisory committee called on the County 
Planning Commission Wednesday to consider advocating a moratorium on 
lot splits in agricultural lands facing the historic mission near Lompoc 
In addition, the committee, led by Miss Pearl Chase, honorary chairman, 
recommended the commission place zoning in the area south of the mission 
at “ no less than 20-acre limited agricultural ” 
Majority opinion on the nine-member commission with its five north 
county members appeared to be adverse to considering any such action at 
this time 
On a motion by Commissioner Robert Lilley, of Lompoc, the commission 
voted 8-1 to place the matter of the Mission area’s future before the 
county’s General Plan consultants, Livingston and Blaney, of San 
Francisco, with an overview by the Fourth District General Plan Citizens 
Advisory Committee 
Commissioner Bendy White, of Montecito, argued in favor of the requests 
of considering the La Purisima Mission committee’s recommendations, 
pointing out with them the danger of the county taking action before long on 
two lot split requests in the area involved, which could lead to urbanization 
of the Mission’s “ front door area ” 
Lilley, who said he was in an “ awkward position” in the matter “ because 
my own family owns property” in the area involved, claimed the lot split 
cases — one by Rammco Investment Co. — are “ not practically before 
us ..and may not succeed ” 
Lilley said he felt the commission should not take action that would tend 
to “ keep the price of land down so the state can buy it.’’ 
He was referring to a statement by Ted Wilson, District 5 supervisor, 
State Parks and Recreation Department, who said he hoped the commission 
would consider the request for a moratorium on lot splits. He said the 
“ foreground of the Mission is a critical feature of one of the outstanding 
historical resources in the region ” 
White and other Mission protection advocates pointed out the state is 
hoping to utilize bond act money to buy property in the controversial area 
as a “ buffer“ against future development of the area. The bond act election 
is in June 
Robert Cottam. County Citizens Planning Assn executive secretary, said 
he felt there is “ more sentiment favoring this bond act proposal than there 
was for Proposition 20,” the coastline protection measure that passed last 
year. 
Harley Craig, Lompoc realtor and member of the Fourth District General 
Plan Advisory Committee, told the commission he opposed the moratorium 
and zoning recommendations of the mission advisory group, which also 
included Cynthia LaBand 
Craig was queried by White as to whether he owned land in the area 
fronting the mission 
Craig told the commission his mother-in-law “ owns some land’’ there. He 
said he felt five-acre zones were “ appropriate’’ in the area. He maintained 
that the district General Plan advisory committee “ never heard from the 
Mission people" until “ this thing came out recently 
“ Now everybody is excited about it,” he asserted. 
Sue Higman, a Sierra Club member, said the idea of protecting the 
Mission’s frontyard area was not a sudden thing. She said the state has laid 
down plans and lists the Mission land acquisition as “ No. 6 on its priority 
list” if the bond act passes. 
White felt that “ by the time the General Plan consultants are heard from 
the horse will be out of the barn.” He said “ Mr. Craig likes lot splits to go 
by ” 
White told Lilley he knew “ you possibly can’t vote on it, but with your 
guidance something could happen’’ to bring about development of the 
properties involved. 
Lilley defended five-acre agricultural zoning, saying many people were 
making this their “ lifestyle.” 
Mrs. Thomas Nielsen, commissioner from Santa Ynez Valley, said five- 
acre developments are “ urban in character.” 
Lilley said he thought the commission must refrain from taking action at 
this point. “ I feel we are getting in the area of using police power to affect 
condemnation,” he declared. 
The discussion was sparked originally by a report by the planning staff as 
to viability of agricultural zoning (down to five acres) for the Mission area, 
including the Mission property, and findings on the environmental effect of 
agricultural zoning. 
Planning Director Britt Johnson said he was following the directive and 
forwarding results of the study to the county’s General Plan consultants, 
but wished to give the commission a rundown on the report.

Nixon willing to reply under oath 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - For the 
first time, President Nixon has 
offered to answer under oath the 
questions 
of 
officers

culpability in Watergate. 
But while Nixon has gone further 
than he would with the grand jury or 
the 
Senate 
W a te rg a te 
committee—both of which sought 
his testimony—it is questionable 
whether the terms he laid down 
would be satisfactory to the 38 
members of the House Judiciary 
Committee. 
Nixon said he would submit to 
questions put to him by the two 
senior members of the committee, 
Democratic Peter W. Rodino Jr. of 
New Jersey and Republican Edward 
Hutchinson of Michigan. 


It was likely that some members 
would argue that instead Nixon 
should come to Capitol Hill and 
submit to questions from all 38 
members —possibly in a public, 
televised setting. 


Nixon said he would answer 
questions in his office, presumably 
away from television.

has requested which he apparently 
is unwilling to surrender.

Nixon said it would only impede 
matters “ to cart everything that is 
in the White House down to a 
committee and to have them paw 
through it on a fishing expedition.” 


To some members, that reply 
—stated more formally in a letter 
Wednesday from Nixon’s lawyer, 
James D. St. Clair— sounded like a 
“ no” to its request. 
“ Sooner or later, we re going to 
have to authorize that subpoena,” 
said Rep. Jack Brooks of Texas, a 
senior Democrat on the panel, when 
told of St. Clair’s letter. 
“ I ’m ready to vote for one,’’ said 
Rep. Jerome Waldie,D-Calif., one of 
the first authors of an impeachment 
resolution. 


Arabs to meet on embargo

IRS reverses ITT tax ruling 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The 
Internal 
Revenue 
Service has rescinded a tax 
ruling 
that 
allowed 
International Telephone and 
Telegraph Corp. to acquire 
Hartford Insurance Co. in a 
$1.5 billion merger that 
became 
embroiled 
in 
Watergate. 
The 
ruling 
allowed 
shareholders to make a 
capital gain without paying 
income taxes. Tax lawyers 
said 
the 
merger 
would 
probably 
have 
failed 
without the IRS exemption 
made in a 1969 ruling that 
was never made public. 
ITT said it would withhold 
comment 
until 
the 
IRS 
decision to reverse itself 
could be studied. 
ITT disclosed the tax 
order Wednesday in asking 
the 
New 
York 
Stock 
Exchange 
to 
suspend 
trading on ITT and an 
affiliate, Avis Rent-A-Car. 
The order potentially could 
make 
ITT 
stockholders 
liable for deferred capital 
gains taxes. 
The 
IR S 
gave 
no 
explanation 
for 
its 
new 
position, but tax lawyers 
said it seemed to involve 
ITT’s sale of 1.7 million 
shares of Hartford stock as 
a prerequisite to a tax-free 
merger completed in 1970. 


In the sale, to an Italian 
bank, ITT retained voting 
rights to the stock and 
guaranteed the bank would 
lose no money if Hartford 
shares 
declined 
in 
the 
market. In addition, ITT 
guaranteed the bank a profit 
of at least $425,000. 
The IRS approved terms 
of the sale, but a U.S. Tax 
Court ruling in a similar 
case last April and prodding 
from 
Ralph 
Nader 
apparently 
caused 
the 
government to review the 
earlier decision. The court 
said a sale of stock is not 
complete until the owner 
assumes 
the 
risk 
of 
changing 
value 
in 
the 
market place. 
Following 
the 
merger, 


one of the biggest ever, the 
Justice Department filed an 
antitrust suit asking that 
ITT divest itself of Hartford 
and five other companies. 
In 
mid-1971, 
Justice 
settled out of court with ITT 
about the same time that 
ITT purportedly offered to 
help 
finance 
the 
1972 
Republican 
national 
convention with $400,000 in 
cash and services from a 


subsidiary hotel chain. The 
offer was withdrawn when 
the GOP convention site 
was moved from San Diego 
to Miami. 
The White House denied 
the charges. But later it was 
reported former Attorney 
General 
Richard 
G. 
Kleindienst had told federal 
Watergate 
prosecutors 
President Nixon personally 
intervened.

from the left caught my eye 
It came from the location 
across the street from the 
ARCO 
station 
where 
students wait for the school 
bus to Vandenberg Jr High 
I could faintly see several 
young people and it looked 
as if one or more were 
holding something bright 
then I realized they were 
lighting pieces of paper, 
holding them briefly, and 
then dropping them to the 
ground 
I drove over to where they 
were and asked them to 


smother the still burning 
and smoldering pieces on 
the ground — that the gra.ss 
and weeds in that area were 
dry enough to start a fire 
My objective in writing 
this letter is the hope that 
through the newspaper, the 
parents of young people who 
wait at this bus stop will 
read it and perhaps question 
their young people about 
this incident.

Historically, there is much to be 
said, and Whittaker Chambers said 
it best ten years ago, for the thesis 
that the great test of America was 
to exercise the leadership to put 
down the greatest assault ever 
mounted upon the human spirit, to 
quote the galvanizing phrase of 
Henry Kamm of the New York 
T i m e s . 
H a v i n g 
f a i l e d 
— 
Communism has waxed stronger 
during the American stewardship of 
the West, and the Christian ethos of 
the individual has fared badly — it 
could plausibly be contended that as 
a historical fact, our failure is the 
momentous fact of the century. 


P o l i t i c a l l y , 
the 
pote nti a l 
consequences of any substantial 
defection from Protestant America 
are extraordinarily grave. If the 
moral 
consensus 
defending 
this 
country 
and 
its 
institutions 
evaporates, then there is nothing 
left to hold it together other than 
violence. Billy Graham is probably 
the supreme symbol of Protestant 
evangelical harmony with what are 
thought 
of 
as 
c onservative 
American 
propositions. 
Nothing 
more 
greatly 
offends 
the 
evangelicals of whom Dr. Brown 
writes than the close identification 
of 
Billy 
Graham 
with Richard 
Nixon, both men speakers at Billy 
Graham Day in 1971. Nothing — 
except Billy Graham’s participation 


in Honor America Day the year 
before. 
It is Dr. Brown’s conviction that 
three events of the recent past have 
done the most to cause the erosion 
The first was Nixon’s visit to China. 
Not so much the visit, as Nixon’s 
behavior in China, his camaraderie 
with 
the 
m ost 
conspicuous 
t o r m e n t e r s 
of 
C h r i s t i a n 
missionaries of the 
century. 
It 
would of course have been different 
if Nixon had succeeded in midwiving 
freedom of religion in China. 
The second was the decision of the 
Supreme Court that abortion-on- 
demand is a constitutional right. So 
closely 
is 
the 
Constitution 
associated 
with 
the essence of 
America, and the court as the 
Constitution’s 
magisterium, 
that 
many evagelicals have come to the 
conclusion that it must therefore 
follow that America herself was 
falsely conceived. 
And, 
finally: 
Watergate. 
The 
evangelicals have been shocked not 
so much by the event, as by the 
layer after layer of dissimulation 
that followed upon the revelation of 
it. Their association with Nixon as a 
man of character and probity — the 
kind of thing his tormentors never 
succeeded 
in 
stripping 
Herbert 
Hoover of — has proved untenable. 
And since they tend to distrust 
McGovern, they wonder about the 
system that gave America only the 
choice between the two.

Does some small country want the 
US to come to its defense9 We have 
been reading the new 100-page task 
force report, sponsored by Sen. 
Kennedy, “Relief & Rehabilitation 
of War Victims in Indochina: One 
Year after the Ceasefire 
You 
remember that affair? A lot of 
people have forgotten: they seem to 
dislike being reminded of it. It was 
the war where we got peace with 
honor. Oh, now you recall it? Yes, 
it’s still going on; we continue to 
support Thieu at the going rate of 
$2.5 billion a year; 80 per cent of the 
cost of his government. If any other 
small country wants American help 
it should look through this report, a 
kind of Sears Roebuck catalog of 
what our help means. 
Let’s 
take 
Cambodia. 
You 
remember that electric night when 
Mr. 
Nixon 
announced 
he 
had 
invaded9 — the first President in 
history to order US troops to invade 
another country on his own, without 
clearing it with Congress. “This 
action is a decisive move," he said 
(May 
9, 
1970). 
After 
all, 
he 
explained, what else could he have 
done? The US must not act "like a 
pitiful, helpless giant,” he said, or 
“the forces of totalitarianism and 
anarchy will threaten free nations 
and free institutions throughout the 
world.” 
Poor Cambodia, it never really 
asked help, you see, the way South 
Vietnam did. War came to it as a 
kind of afterthought, to a totally 
unprepared government. Even now 
it isn’t covered by the supposed 
cease-fire of a year ago. Cambodia, 
after Mr. Nixon’s help, controls less 
than 20 per cent of its territory; it 
imports rice rather than exports it; 
has lost 35 per cent of all its bridges, 
40 per cent of its roads; and half of 
its population is displaced. Never 
mind that though, Pnom Penh is still 
free and the US government is 
keeping the war going with $100 
million in economic assistance and 
$180 million in military assistance. 
It is even budgeting $4 million for 
“humanitarian aid” 
in the 1974 
budget (estimated). 
For Americans the war stopped 
when the POW’s came home. But in 
South Vietnam of course, the war 
goes on after the cease-fire. There 
was talk once about US aid to 
rehabilitate the little nation that 
four American Presidents set out to 
save. But little is being done. 
Clothing is threadbare and often 
children run naked. But, Nature 
puts up a game fight. As one 
observer remarked, “Despite the 
gradual descent to animalization, in 
their 
struggle 
to 
maintain 
a 
semblance of dignity, they are 
beautiful human beings.” 
You see how it is: we have got 
peace with honor and can’t be 
bothered with the children. On the 
other hand, shouldn’t the United 
States, which sponsored and 
now 
prolongs the 
war do something 
more for civilians? The authors of 
the survey ask that, and so does Sen. 
Kennedy. 
Instead, 
they find an 
“ o b s e s s i o n 
wi th 
w e a p o n s 
deliveries.” It might be hard for 
General Thieu with his reported 
20,000 political prisoners, to divert 
US 
funds 
to 
children. 
They’re 
always a problem. 
There are 880,000 orphans, or half­ 
orphans in South Vietnam out of a 
population of 19 million. The team 
noted 400 of them in a typical 
orphanage designed for 100, cared 
for by nine nuns, doing their best.

mission seems hesitant to use it. 
US troops fathered a lot of these 
children, the report says: little half-

Senegalese

It will be hard for these 
black children as they grow older, 
the observers say; there is no black

children will grow up and live in 
relative social isolation as have

F r e n c h - S e n e g a l e s e 
predecessors ” 
Since the Kennedy report, another 
study by the prestigious National 
Academy 
of 
Science 
tells 
the 
Defense 
Department 
that 
the 
American use of herbicides in the 


war may take a century to heal 
They destroyed a third of the cost 
mangrove forests and part of the 
inland tropical forests, along with 
crops and possibly children in the 
Montagnard tribes. While the report 
isn’t unanimous, it notes that about 
100 million pounds were dropped, 
and that it takes 70 to 100 years for a 
hardwood tree to mature 
So that’s the story. Any other 
small nation wanting the powerful 
United States to save it, step right 
up.
